Harrington,Daniell, anuddizers others whom [renerence in that hinde ofproſe- 
r1thme:wherein Spencer (without offence ſpoken ) hath ſurpaſſedthemall , I 
wonld to God they had done ſowellin trew Hexameters : for they had then beau- 
tified our language » For the Greekes andLatines did a manner aboliſp quite 
that kinde of rythme-proſe : And why ſhould net we doe the like in Engliſhe? But 
the ignorant 4nd aquer ſe part will ſay,our ſpeach is not copious enough:Bnt I ſay 
that it 15: and beſides it wonld be the more inriched,adorned,and more eloquent, 
if they would make triall thereof , or could compoſe them artificially and els-

1m Greeke, and Virgil ms Latine, ſurpaſſed all that ever were before or ſince , in 
trew fuoted Hexameters; but not inproſe . Neither were Homer and Virgill 
the firſt that wverſifyed in their naturall language: But others did attempt to Po- 
erize afore them,in the hkg verſe ; cr elſe miruth I ſuppoſe they could not haue 
dove ſo well, Euery thing hatha beginning, which at firft cannot bemade ſo per- 
feft.
